by the adventurous angler far up the rivers, sporting in rocky 
rapids. From the middle of November to the end of January 
they are at their best in strength and flavor, and generallv repay 
the fly-fisher best when caught farthest from their spawning- 
beds. At such tlrneB they will often spriug upward to meet 

the fly, and cateh It In the air l°ng before it reaches the surface 

of the water. 

It was about the New Year—I think, in 1871—that I first en¬ 
countered a large shoal of these fish in a spot which would have 
made their capture interesting, even had they been less intrinsi¬ 
cally worthy of an angler’s regard. I had left Hobart Town very 
early for the river Huon, aud driven across the high watershed 
formed by a long spur of Mount Wellington to the little riverside 
inn at. Vittoria. I must not dwell on the beauty of this drive 
though it can never be forgotten by anyone who has an eye for 
scenery The gigantic timber, the bold, rocky heights, the deep 
green of the feru tree gullies, the exquisite wild flowers, the dash 
and sparkle of the brooklets that cross or skirt the road, the far- 
reimhing views over a wild and wonderful coast, deeply ridged 
and Indented with promontary and inlet, fill the eye with a suc¬ 
cession of pictures which the mind involuntarily retains as food 
for memory in after years. I am lingering on the road now, 
when I ought to be afloat on the Huon; but it so fell out that, 


lew yaraB on, and now two or three more In quick succession. 
i made a long cast behind an overhanging bush. (N.B. In mul¬ 
let flshiug you should always throw exactly where you see the 
rise), and this time I had two. I basketed both with less trouble 
than I expected, as they helped to tire each other out; but I Baw 
a dozen more rises while I was playing them.

full of sunken logs, often of very large size, which at once afford 
cover to the fish, and produce every variety of ripple and current 
and eddy. Above and alongside of this sunken timber the mul¬ 
lets were sporting in numbers that baffled calculation. The entire 
school must have extended for more than three-quarters of a mile 

even supposing the upper rapids untenanted; and for a belt of 

ten yards along either shore, as far as I could see, the river was 
thickly dimpled with their rises—as thickly as I have ever seen a 
trout stream when the “little dotterel” or the black gnat was 
strong on the water. Towards mid-stream, where the water 
rolled swift and steady, the rises were fewer, but seemed to be 
those of larger fish, and such, in fact, I found to be the case. 
When I say larger, I mean as mullet run. The commonest size 
is rather under than over a quarter of 
a pound. A half-pounder, though not 
uncommon, is a right good flsh; ten 
or eleven ounces a “boomer.” I thlDk 
Mr. Allport told me that he had once 

-taken a fair pounder; but the biggest

ounces, aud more than half that

quent ttdings, I am glad to say, have 
not only confirmed my statements us 
to the increase of trout and other nat¬ 
uralized fish, but also justified the 
confidence I then expressed in the ac¬ 
climatisation of the salmon as fait 
accompli. But before the successful 
introduction of English salmonidie, 
Tasmania was not without attractions 
for the angler. Not to speak of the 
sea fishing in the buys and estuaries, 
which is excellent both for quantity 
and quality of flsh, or of the delicious

The mullet of Tasmania is certainly 
one of the best freshwater fish, add¬ 
ing some of the richness and flavor 
of the smelt to the delicate firmness 
of the grayling. It is very like a gray¬ 
ling, too, in its general appearance 
and manner of feeding, rising quickly 
and freely to the fly, but preferring it

rious. I spare the reader any further 
detailed recital of my captures; such 
a narrative could not fail to be mon¬ 
otonous. Indeed, I must confess that 
a sense of monotony began to steal over me by the time I had 
landed four or five dozen. Had my organ of destructiveness been 
as strong as in my younger troutlng days, when I never thought 
I had caught enough, I might, by careful, steady fishing, have 
killed, even from an ill-managed boat, at least twenty dozen be¬ 
fore nightfall. 

I wanted variety, however. Ceasing to point my hooks with 
the attractive but troublesome and unsavory gentle, I cast my 
flies In their unadorned beauty. The experiment did not pay; 
yet it was amusing, and, in a sense, Instructive. I found 
that the first drop of the*.fly was everything. Once or twice 
the flsh was “on” before the fly touched the water—some half a 

dozen times I hooked a flsh within two seconds after its falling_ 

but when the fly was once fairly below the surface, the mullet 
would follow it, jump over it, and, in Cotton’a phrase, “chew at 
it,” without ever fairly taking it in. Rapid and repeated castings 
in various directions might have proved fairly successful, but I 
was getting lazy; the evening was so warm and the scene so 
lovely that I could na be fashed” to exert myself. Such a frame 
of mind always suggests a weed, and ere long X had lit a choroot, 
and was trying a new change by double-shotting each hook with 
gentles, and letting them trail down stream. This again was not 
wholly a failure. Every now and then some intrepid fish bolted 
tho whole affair and came to grief accordingly. But It was not 
the way to fill my rather capacious creel, and after an hour’s 
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when I had made furious haste to secure boat and boatmeu for 
the scene of my expected sport, I found myself some hours too 
early. Nothing can be more capricious than the tides In the 
Huon. Controlled by strong currents, and by the sweep of sea 
breezes from the southwest driving Inland, a wide extent of em¬ 
bayed waters, they ebb and flow at Irregular intervals, and some¬ 
times three or even four times in the twenty-four hours. They 
end with the last fall In a long series of rapids, destined one day 
as I verily believe, to be the favorite halting place of salmon arid 
sea trout innumerable. It was In the half-mile of water below 
t Its last fall—affording a strong though steady stream when the 
tide Is out—that I hoped to find my fish; but I waa luckier than 
I could have anticipated. The tide ebbed suddenly and rapidly 
ns I rowed upwards, and long before 1 reached a sharp elbow In

The horses which are usually called Barbs are met with In nearly 
every province of North and Northwest Africa. They are round In 
Tuuls, Tripoli, Fez. Morocco, and are especially numerous In Algeria 
The animals of the Sahara are considered the handsomest, although the 
email horses from tbu mouutaln provinces of Algeria and Morocco are 
nimbler and stronger, besides belug capable of greater fatigue. 

The French general, Daumas, who lived for a long time in North 
Africa, In hie work. "Lee Chevauxde Sahara," gives us highly interest¬ 
ing descriptions of the mode of life of both horse and rider in these 
provinces. 

The praise which the General bestows ou the Barbary race appear? to

Editor Chicago Field :—l am not much of a trap shooter myself, 
in fact 1 may safely say I am not a trap shooter at all, for on general 
principles I prefer natural to artificial sport, even admitting that trap 
shooting corner wltbiu the legitimate field of sport. 8tUl many of 
your reuders think otherwise, and Ut« I have promised Lo give you what 
I cau of California pastimes, 1 send you a score of the tournament ut 
Davisville ou Nov. 21. I will not make much comment upon it, but 
one point I must notice. Messrs. Criteuden Robinson, Johnson, aud 
Kerrigan, should be bung up to the guze of all genurous sportsmen as 
fit to run iu team harness with those of your Cnicogo ‘‘sports” who in 
dulged lu shooting quails from the trap. They too shot quails from 
the trup. The seventh shoot iu the list below was al quails, and I am 
happy to say tbat my informant tells me that only these three entered.

What Should Constitute a Champion? 


BY ARNOLD DOUGHS. 

The number of champion doge that have sprung up since the 
Inetitutton of dog shows In this country justifies the question con¬ 
tained In our title. If we go on as we have begun the term cbam- 
0 lon will become so common that It will lose all significance and 
value since It will cease to denote a marked superiority in its 
noBsessor over a host of other dogs scattered all over the country. 
As things have gone, any association or speculating Individual 
may get up a show, oiler champion prises, and dogs may win 
these without competition, aud claim equal honors before the 
nubile with a dog that has fairly won his grade from foes worthy 
of his steel. Look at the late Philadelphia show,where according 
to the reports there was no competition in atiy champion class, 
how will such honors (I) compare with those conferred at New 
York St. Louis or Baltimore? yet, |i no restriction Is placed upon 
championships wc are liable to have mauy repetitions of such J 
farces, and over and above all no one can deny the dog’s right to 
wear bis Ill-gotten title. It is useless to say that the lack of conff 
petition will render the title of no practical value with the public, 
for certain It Is that our busy bustling people will forget the facts 
and be caught by the apparent dignity. Careful breeders may 
Indeed inquire into the history of the dog they propose to use, 
but for one such critic an hundred less scrupulous will be fouud, 
and thus these champions will be afforded plenty of opportunities 
to transmit their good or bad qualities to posterity. It is not the 
fault of the owners that their doge have no right to the titles they 
wear. Not one of the gentlemen who entered their dogs at Phila¬ 
delphia was to blame because others did not enter. Nor does it 
follow that such a winner might not have won if he had the noblest 
of competitors. He may be a grand dog all over and good enough 
to win In any company, but this does not touch the fact that the 
rank he has gained affords no positive proof of excellence, since It 
was obtained without a struggle aud without comparison with his 
fellows. 

The whole fault lies In the system under which our exhibitions 
have been conducted, and the remedy is found In remodeling that 
system thoroughly. Here, however, we are met by the question of 
where we can find a competent authority, and we reply in the 
“National American Kennel Club.” This body is now recog¬ 
nized all over the country, for Its rules are made the code of 
nearly all the shows held. There can be no question that if the 
dub adopts a rule governing championships, that rule will be 
generally accepted by show committees, and any exhibition which 
sets up a code of Its own will find its awards refused recognition 
by the great mass of our sportsmen. Precisely a similar ease 
has come up In Eugland where the abuse of the term champion 
has called out a rule and restriction from the “Kennel Club” 
there. We are, therefore, uot without precedent In the present 
instance and will do well if we follow the example set us. The 
English “Kennel Club” declares a champion to be “a dog that 
has won the champion prize, or at shoWB where more than one 
prize Is offered a first prize In a champion class.” In comment¬ 
ing upon this, our English contemporary Ths Country, says; 
“This wo take to mean, that qualification for competition in a 
champion class will give no right to the title, which must be 
earned by a victory over others eligible for such competition, 
whether by winning any special prize offered In such clas6 or an 
extra first prize In It.” 

“The latter clause is surely unnecessary where a satisfactory 
classification is adopted, for In the rare case of two competitors 
of equal merit meeting, a second special prize, equal in value 
should be provided. To do otherwise is to put the one above 
the other, and the second cannot, from the club’s point of view 
be entitled to the term champion dog. 

Here then we have the whole matter in a nutshell, viz, a dog 
must not only be entitled to compote in a champion class, but he 
must actually win the first place in open competition among Ills 
peens before he can lay claim to the rank of champion. Such 
restriction will at once do away with such errore as have marked 
the past, aud if the increase In the number of champions is 
checked, we shall at least have the satisfaction of knowing that 
the title Is no empty honor but a well earned proof of the superi¬ 
ority it represents._ 

Hydrophobia. 

The recent prevalence of rabbles in England aud the conse¬ 
quent deaths from hydrophobia of some victims of rabid animals 
has given tbe English press at large a severe attack of hydro¬ 
phobia on the brain, and the subject is being thoroughly ventila¬ 
ted. Many of the writers have foolish and absurd ideas opposed 
to what is already known of the disease and savoring more of wild 
alarm than calm research based upon given facts. But there are 
others that show thought and a desire to lead discussion Into the 
right channel. 

The following extract from a letter from the celebrated Eng¬ 
lish physician Sir William Gull to the (London) Lancet touches on 
some of the remarkable points of the disease, and Is worth the con¬ 
sideration of our own thoughtful men who are looking at the 
various aspects of the malady. 

“Although we are promised a contribution on hydrophobia 
from the pen of Sir Thomas Watson, I am anxious to draw the 
attention of the profession to the question of the more exact local 
treatment of the bites of rabid animals. Two errors connected 
with those wounds appear to prevail, and to have made the treat¬ 
ment of them, so far as the destruction of the poison In them Is 
concerned, somewhat perfunctory. On the one hand, It Is by 
some persons believed that the poison is so rapidly absorbed Into 
the blood that but little, If any, advantage could follow from 
local means for its destruction, however exact such means might 
be, and even though they wore applied within a short time of the 
bite. On the other hand, some doubt whether there bo indeed 
any really potential poison In such wounds, and, In accordance 
with this view, think that any severe treatment by caustics or 
similar means for the destruction of the supposed poison could 
only add to the danger of tbe case by making the wounds worse. 
This latter opinion Is further supported by the theory that there 
Is an analogy between tetanus and hydrophobia—it being the 
wound and not a poison which Is In both diseases the active cause 
of the symptoms. This view of hydrophobia is not novel. In 
1792, Bader suggested that Che poison 12 hydrophobia was doubt¬ 
ful, and drew a formal parallel between hydrophobia and tetanua. 
But apart from the symptoms and course of the two diseases, 
which show that they are quite different affections of the nervous 
system, It may be asserted that wounds, which every day are 
known to set up tetanus, have never been known to produce 
hydrophobia. Man and animals are liable to every sort of wound, 


yet hydrophobia doea not follow unless the wound be produced 
by the tooth of dog or eat, or one of tbelr kind in a rabid state. 
Is It not, therefore, u fair conclusion that these bites give more 
than a wound 1 Moreover, that a potential poison exists In the 
saliva of rabid animals has been demonstrated by tlie transmission 
of hydrophobia from dog to dog, and from man to man by Inocu¬ 
lation. But I scarcely think the reality of the hydrophobic poison 
needs much Insisting on. It would have been well for many a 
too-wretched sufferer had this poison been as hypothetical as 
some would have us believe. Assuming it, therefore, to be cer¬ 
tain that there is a poison Introduced into the wound by the tooth 
of the rabid dog or cat, the important question is how long it re¬ 
mains there. Is It, like many other poisons, rapidly and at onco 
absorbed? This is the usual inference; but the clinical history of 
hydrophobia makes it doubtful if sueli an inference be correct. It 
Is usually believed that tbe poison Is absorbed without delay 
into the blood, and, after working there for a time, 
eets up the fatal attack. However this may lie, there cer¬ 
tainly is an indifferent interval as regards symptoms between the 
bite and the disease of at least a few weeks, or a few months. 
It is rarely shorter than two or three weeks; It is mostly two or 
three months; and cases are on record where even years have 
elapsed. In the last case which came under my own observation, 
thirteen years had passed from the bite to the outbreak of the 
acute symptoms. Such a period may seom Incredible, but It Is 
in accordance with the statements of other observers. Morgagni 
speaks of twenty, or even forty years, having elapsed between 
the bite and the breaking out of the disease. Dr. Robert Wil¬ 
liams, who quotes this In his work on “Morbid Poisons," thinks 
Morgagni must have been in error, though be (Dr. Williams) 
gives no ground for his doubt, and adds— “but the extreme length 
is often great.” It is not thought at all Incredible that a year or 
eighteen months should elapse between the bite and the hydro¬ 
phobia, periods which prior to experience would have been 
thought as Incredible as the longer ones. -Indeed, any such 
periods of latency would to these who judge of natural actions 
a priori seem Incredible. It Is this fact in the history of hydro¬ 
phobia which makes It probable that the poison may remain for 
a long time imbedded in the bitten part. Tills probability is en¬ 
hanced when we compare the long and uncertain period of 
latency, with the remarkably sharp and sudden outbreak of the 
symptoms which usher in and constitute the hydrophobic attack. 
We have not In the whole, range of disease anything so strangely 
contrasted as are these two portions of the history of hydro¬ 
phobia—the long interval and the sudden outbreak. Though 
not In a position to explain the steps of the process, I would 
urge whether they do not suggest that the wound may long be 
the matrix of the fatal venom, and whether from this point of 
view the prevention of the disease may not be in our bauds. 

In that excellent article on Hydrophobia (“Cyclopiedla of Med¬ 
icine,” 1883), by Dr. Bardsley, he writes as follows: “It seems 
to be an established fact, that the virus of a rabid animal does 
not, like other morbid poisons—such as sinall-pox, eow-pox, 
syphilis, and plague—always produce Its effect within a limited 
time. Dr. Todd Thompson has expressed his opinion, that the 
hydrophobic virus la not regulated by the usual laws of morbid 
poisons; and on that account he Is inclined to believe that It 
remains in the bitten part, and the individual is safe till the 
habit becomes predisposed to the action of the poisou, so that 
the part may be advantageously excised in the intervening 
time. A case is related by Professor Rust, where the wound was 
excised thirty-one days after the bite, and after the hydrophobic 
symptoms had appeared, and still the patient’s life was saved.” 
All writers from CelsuB to the present time, have, with different 
degrees of conviction, Insisted upon the importance of removing 
the bitten part, or destroying the poison in tbe wound. Although 
obviously nothing can be more fallacious than limited statistics 
on such a matter as the effects of the bites of rabid animals— 
since there may be a mistake us to the animals being rubld or not, 
or the wound may be inflicted In various ways, as through tbe 
dn ss or on a naked part—still there remains fair evidence, from 
collected cases, that prompt and sufficient treatment of the 
wound markedly lessens the liability to the disease. Bollinger 
("Cyctopiedia of Medicine,” edited by Ziemsaen, 1875), one of 
the most modern writers on hydrophobia, gives statistics which 
go to prove that, where cauterisation of the wound Is resorted to, 
seven out of ten persons escape; whilst if do such means are 
used eight out of ten die. 

These conclusions, thus rigidly stated, may be well open to 
question ; but It will still be admitted that there remains evidence 
of lessened liability to the disease from local treatment. If this 
be admitted, It may be fairly inferred that, could the local treat¬ 
ment be made more perfect, the preventive effects would be 
greater; and, indeed, it would be a fair inference that if It were 
quite perfect, prevention would be absolute. The late Mr. Youatt, 
who was in his day considered the first living authority on canine 
madness, was four times bitten by dogs decidedly rabid. Each 
time he freely applied caustic to the wound, and remained free 
from the complaint. He operated on more than 400 persons, 
who were unquestionably infected, and without losiug a patient. 

Against a disease so dreadful as hydrophobia, where treatment 
lias always failed, and where the conditions of the disease are such 
as to lead to the reasonable conviction that failure will still at¬ 
tend our efforts to cure. It must certainly behoove us to lose no 
chance of prevention. The questlou may even arise whether tlie 
prevalence of hydrophobia at the present time may not be due to 
defective local treatment of these hydrophobic wounds. 

If the hydrophobic poison remains for a time inoperative in 
the bitten part, though there might be good reasou for destroying 
It as quickly as possible, there would be none for attempting to 
do this hastily, and with the attendant risk of doing it imperfect¬ 
ly. Sucking the part in the meanwhile, if practicable, Is desir¬ 
able, and is unattended with risk, provided there are no abrasions 
on the lips. What means should in any given case be employed 
against tbe Infection of the bite—whether removal of the part or 
destruction of the whole track of the tooth by mineral acids, ni¬ 
trate of silver, or the like—I will not venture to Bay, lest my sur¬ 
gical friends should exclaim, “JVesutor ultra crepidam!" But if I 
had to choose for myself, I would inhale ether, and have the 
whole track of the wound destroyed by strong nitric acid or ni¬ 
trate of silver. I shall hope that we may have an expression of 
opinion from those who are better able than I am to give advice 
on this strictly surgical part of the question. 

Tlie Street Dogs of Constantinople. 

The Constantinople dog is a much belied animal. It is true 
that the Turk’s favorite term of contempt is “keojieek, keojiOul 
keajieek” (dog, son of a dog), and that the Frank ordinarily looks 
upon him as a sort of animated dust-bin, useful where scavenger- 
lug is an unknown profession, but in no way to be admitted to the 
smallest privilege of the animal creation, except, perhaps, of being 
bountifully kicked. Nevertheless, to those who have taken the 
trouble to make his acquaintance from a friendly point of view, 
the Constantinople dog Is far from helng the “veddah” of the ca¬ 
nine race that he Is usually supposed to be. My first impression 
of him on landing at Constantinople, and mounting up the hill to 
I’cra, was that he was by no means the gaunt, walkiug skeleton 
that I had expected, but a remarkably baudsome, almost plump 
looking fellow, with a good-natured, Intelligent expression about 


his face, and a well-carried, buBhy tail, that a Northamptonshire 
fox might well have envied. 

It was not long before I found out that my friend was a deni¬ 
zen of the Pera or European quarter, and that ill proportion as I 
approached the Greek, Armenian and Jewish quarters, the dogs 
grew smaller, Ibsb plump, and betrayed a decided scriptural ten¬ 
dency to "grin” at the passing stranger. However, as my expe¬ 
rience chiefly lay with the more aristocratic of the species, we will 
return to the “Perote" for the present. As a rule, lie stands 
about two feet and a half high, his coat is close set, but more 
shaggy than afnastlff, and cither gray or sandy In color, while his 
head looks like a cross between a eolley and a wolf. 

Having always had an affection for taming animals, I soon de¬ 
termined to try my build on one of tlie dogs of my street, which 
was tenanted by about five remarkably line fellows. By dint of a 
stray crust, a word or two lu a friendly tone (I being tbe only 
Englishman In tbe street, they could not possibly have understood 
a word of the language,) and an occasional friendly pat, I soon 
worked my way into their good graces, and particularly luto 
those of a fine, sandy gentleman, with a very big wife, whom I 
used to entice Into tbe kitchen with the bribe of a bone. After a 
time Mrs. Sandy showed signs of increasing her family, and as 
time went on she displayed so much affectiou for me, that 1 be¬ 
gan to congratulate myself in having partially succeeded In my 
experiment. One. day she came into the kitchen and ensconced 
herself under the arch of the eharcoul stove, and when some 
hours later I wont to look at her, I found a Utter of five puppies, 
and the mother wagging her tail at my approach with every symp¬ 
tom of maternal pride and delight. Now, thought I, is my op¬ 
portunity; I will save one puppy and bring it up In the way a pot 
puppy should go. I devoted myself to both mother and child, 
and for a time both mother and child appeared devoted to me. 
Very soon, however, tlie mother declined to stop In the house, 
and only paid occasional visits, and one day took her sou with 
her to see the world. Having once tasted fresh ujt, and liberty, 
nothing could induce the young rascal to remain indoors, and all 
my blandishments and offere of delicacies were responded to by a 
doleful wag of tlie tail and a low whine, which, like Sterne’s 
Starling, plainly said, “I want to get out." At last he fairly con¬ 
quered me, and left me to take up his residence on the Hag stones, 
as though lie had never been petted at a warm fire, put to sleep 
on a rug, or pampered upon canine delicacies. One day I missed 
him,and for some weeks thought he had partaken of u dish of pois¬ 
oned pilaff, by means of which a careful municipality perennially 
thins the canine population. However, shortly afterwards, as I 
was returning home through a neighboring street at night, I felt 
a cold nose against my hand, and there was young Master Sandy 
as pleased as possible to meet me. He accompanied ine to a cer¬ 
tain point, and then he stopped 6tiort with a wag of the tail, as 
much as to say, “Here I am at the end of my parish; good-bye.’ 
The dog used to meet me every evening, but never, not by the 
offer of a biscuit, could he be enticed a step farther than that 
point. 

The manner in which each pack of dogs mark out their own 
parish is very curious. In the by-streets a family will have a 
street to themselves, but in the main thoroughfares the various 
paek6 will keep most carefully within self-circumscribed limits, 
and drive away any intruder with considerable energy. When 1 
say any intruder, I should except the pet dogs, who uever hold 
converse with their brethren of the streets, but pass by them 
with the air of very “superior animals" indeed, and who are 
rarely molested on their way. The great torment of the street 
dog Is the dancing bear, who, with his Bulgarian keeper, regu¬ 
larly makes his appearance at all festivals, and during the whole 
time he Is in sight, or his master’s tambourine is in heariug, a 
most ferocious and determined barking is kept up. Another 
glorious occasion for a concert is a lire in the neighborhood, and 
many a time has their barking awakened me long before the 
watchman’s dreary cry of “ Yungun VorP' (fire). 

As we have said, there are dogs and dogs in Constantinople} 
Those in the poorer Christian quarters are mere cure, and those 
in the Mahomedau districts are little better, although somewhat 
more eared for, according to the Prophet’s humane recommenda¬ 
tion. In some of the secluded Mussulman quarters the dogs 
seem to have caught the fanatical spirit of the humau Inhabi¬ 
tants, and attack a Frank Ghiaour in the most determinedly or¬ 
thodox fashion. A thick stick is really necessary for a European 
for protection lu traversing these quarters. The tortures of 
hunger, and in Summer of thirst, that some of these animals un¬ 
dergo, must at times be e.xcruciatiug, and yet I never, through¬ 
out iny stay, heard of one ease of rabies amongst them. In con¬ 
clusion, I would draw attention to the fact that, so far as Intelli¬ 
gence goes, these animals in many cases display reasoning pow¬ 
ers far beyond many of the canine species which are made the di¬ 
rect companions of man. The self-distribution into parishes, the 
emigration of puppies into less crowded quarters, the expulsion 
of wild intruders, while no notice is taken of pet passers-by, and 
many other characteristics, which space will not permit me to 
cite, certainly belong rather to the category of reason than of In¬ 
stinct. Nevertheless, the Constantinople dog has never been 
known to be tamed. Many people lia^e tried, and, like myself, 
ignominiously failed. lie is a most undeniable canine Arab, 
highly intelligent, but as hopelessly irreclaimable to civilization 
as the zebra.—T. H. J., ?« Live Stock Journal aud Fanciers'

The Spike Collar. 

We having had various Inquiries as to the merits of the Bpike 
and choke collar, publish the following from Mr. R. M. Boyd, 
a gentleman well known to us, which was written to Mr. Von 
Cullu: 

Racine, Wis. 

M. Von Chun: —Hear Sir :—I notice the merits of your spike 
and choke collar ere being discussed by sportsmen. I will now 
give you my experience with three dogs on which 1 tried one of 
your collars. 

The first one I tried it on was a three-year-old Irish setter bitch 
that had never retrieved and that would not fetch anything or re¬ 
tain it in her mouth for an instant If placed there, although I 
spent hours In trying to teach lier to fetch or carry. The morn¬ 
ing 1 tried the collar for the first time I spent about an hour with 
her trying to make her carry an old glove, but to no purpose. 
Neither coaxing, patting, or the whip would make her hold it in 
her mouth an instant. I then put the collor on and put the glove 
Into her mouth and tightened up the collar as soon as she at¬ 
tempted to drop it out. 

She held it for a moment or two but as soon as I let the collar 
loose she dropped It for which she got spiked and choked. I 
then replaced the glove and she held It a little while without 
having the collar tightened. I kept a close watch of her, spiking 
her when she attempted to drop the glove, aud caressing her 
when Bhe did not. In one hour's time she would follow me all 
over the yard and carry the glove without dropping it. I tried 
her again In the course of three or four days without the collar 
on, when she carried the glove without any trouble. I then sold 
her so that I did not have a chance to see whether I could make 
her retrieve or not. 

“■ The next subject was a fifteen-months-old puppy of hers who 
would fetch any object thrown for him to within about ten or

fifteen feet from you when he wouhl drop It ami come In to you 
himself; he would perform Ju the same way when fetching from 
land or water. Throe or four lessons with the collar made him, 

I think, the best retriever 1 have ever seen; he would carry any 
article, hard or soft, wood or Iron, a ndle if you wished him to. 

The third and last subject Is a litter pup to the above men¬ 
tioned, and my particular pet, the one I call the “lioss Pup.” lie 
Is a medium sized orange and white dog, very handsome, and the 
possessor of a 6pleudld nose, and the dog I intend to keep for 
my own use; consequently I wanted him thoroughly educated. 
You can perhapB Imagine my disappointment when 1 found he 
got third after fetching any article once or twice and would go 
off and lie down, then no amount of coaxing would induce him 
to bring it again; to break him of that habit is what Induced un¬ 
to seud to you for a collar. I took au old glove ami worked him 
with It until he got tired, before putting the collar on; (la-fore 
commencing with him 1 had arranged two stakes about 100 feet 
apart with cord and pullles such as you describe for handling a 
vicious dog,) I then attached the strap to one of the cords and 
threw the glove out close to the cord, and about llfty feet from 
me, and told him to “fetch," a thing he had no notion of doing. 

It would make you laugh to see how surprised he looked when 1 
took hold of one of the cords ami rau him out to where the glove 
was; I then ordered him to pick it up, which he refused to do, 
and got severely spiked and choked to pay for It. I then placed 
the glove In Ids mouth and he carried it back all right. 1 repeated 
the lesson three or four times and then threw the glove out 100 
feet Bnd ordered ldm to fetch; he started ami went to where it 
was but refused to piek It up utdll he got two or three good 
sharp spikes, when lie made a jump for it and brought it back all 
O. K. I gave him two or three more lessons and then tried him 
without the eollar, when he got tired again, hut the collar cured 
ldm in less than two days time, so that he lias never refused to 
fetch or carry uuy article he Is able to, from land or water; ill 
though he has not had ids eollar on for three months, lie remem¬ 
bers Ids lessons. I gave ldm u pretty severe trial a few days 
since in the lake, when the waves were rolling from live to six 
feet high; he went In just as often as told to, though every 
time lie was entirely submerged, and brought out blocks of wood 
that he could not lift when out of the water. 

The above Inis been my experience -With your collar, and I 
speak only for myself, hut when I have a dog or pup to break, iT 
they need’anv forcing they will get it with a Von Culfu collar. I 
think that with one of your collars a dog cun lie educated in ime- 
quarter the time he can be without It, and that He will retain his 
education longer. 1 find in conversation with different persons 
that a very erroneous opinion prevails, that is, that the collar is a 
savage and inhuman instrument , and that when you punish a dog 
you must stick the spikes through the skin and produce a sore, i 
have used my collar so that my dog howled, but when taken off 
and Ills neck examined, I could not rind the least sear, ent or 
bruise. As a matter of course a eollar must lie used witli a great 
deal of good judgment as well as any other mode of punishment, 
if you wisli to produce good results from its use 1 suppose be¬ 
fore you get through reading this long-winded experience you 
will wish that I had a choke eollar on, and you hold of the string 
so that you could choke me off. M. Boyd. 

The Yorkshire Terrier. 

BT HUGH PAl.zir.l.. in London Field. 

This terrier is a genuine product of the county from which he 
takes his name. Undoubtedly a manufactured article, and tile 
most recent addition to our varieties, he may lie described as the 
newest goods of this class from the Yorkshire looms; with the 
greater propriety that his distinctive character is in ids coat—well 
carded, soil, aud long as it is, and beautifully tinted with 
“cunning Huddersfield dyes,” and free from even a suspiciou of 
“shoddy." 

Visitors to our dog shows who look out for the beautiful as 
well as the useful, cannot fail to be attracted by this little exquisite, 
as he reclines on his cushion of silk or velvet, iu the centre of his 
little palace of crystal and mahogany,or struts round his mansion, 
with the consequential airs of the dandy that he is; yet, with all 
his self-assertion of dignity, his head of approved cut and color 
faultless, whiskers ol Dundreary type, and coat of absolute per¬ 
fection, without one hair awry, one cannot help feeling that lie is 
but a dandy after all, ami would look but a poor scare-crow in 
dishabille, and, possibly too, ciu account of Ills dwelling or recep¬ 
tion room, in the construction of which art is mostly set at defi¬ 
ance, oue is apt to leave him with tile scarcely concealed contempt 
fora scion of the “Veneering family, "who in aping tin-aristocratic 
fails, as all purveuues do; such as he is, however, there can be 
little doubt that should even a canine Teufclsdrockli promulgate 
a philosophy of clothes for the benefit of bis species, the York¬ 
shire terrier will represent the “dandiacal body:" whilst, iu 
striking contrast, those every-day drudges, the Irish terriers and 
the Scotch terriers, with their coarse, ragged, unkempt coats, will 
be exhibited as the “bog trotters" and “stook o' duds” sects of 
the doggy family. 

Although so very modern it is difficult to trace satisfactorily 
the pedigree of this breed; indeed, pedigree be may be said at 
present to have none, and it is bard to say out of what materials 
be was manufactured; but tile warp and woof of him appears to 
have been the common long-eon ted black and tan, and the lighter- 
colored specimens of what is known as the Glasgow or Paisley 
Skye terrier, the former of no certain purity, and the latter au 
admitted mongrel; aud from which I think the Yorkshire gets the 
softness aud length of coat due to Maltese blood. In shape tills 
dog is iu the proportion of height to length between the Skye and 
English terrier—rather nearer to tlie latter: a long back is ob¬ 
jected to, and was a fault found by many breeders with that ex¬ 
cellent dog Miss Alderson’s Mozart. As they are always shown 
in full dress, little more than outline of shape is looked for, the 
eye, except when the hair is tied up, is invisible; the tail is 
shortened, and the car is generally cut; when uncut it must be 
small, aud is preferred when it drops slightly at the tip, but this 
Is a trivial point, and sinks Into Insignificance before coat aud 
color; the coat muBt be abundant over the whole body, head, legs, 
and tall, and artificial means are used to encourage Its growth; 
length and straightness, freedom from curl ami waviness, being 
sought for; the body color should be clear, soft, silvery blue of 
course, varying in shade; with this is preferred a goldcu tan 
head, with darker tan about the ears, and rich tan legs. The 
style in which the coat is arranged for exhibition is beautifully- 
shown by Mr. Baker in the sketch of Huddersfield Ben; but that 
stage of perfection Ib not attained without much time, trouble, 
and patience. When the pups are horn, they are black in color as 
are pepper Damlie Dinmonts and others; at an early age the 
tip of the tail is nipped off to the desired length, the ears if cut at 
all not until the age of six to eight monthB; and before this the 
coat will be changing color, getting gradually lighter. To pre¬ 
vent the hair being scratched and broken little or no meat is 
given—all food likely to heat the blood and create irritation of 
the skin being avoided; and, as a further precaution, the hind 
feet are carefully kept in stockings; but, as “muffed eats are 
never good mousora,” so a terrier In stockings stands a poor 
chance against his active enemy of the genus Pulex. Therefore, 
be^should be kept free from these inBects, and once a week must 
be’washed aud carefully brushed until quite dry, andjto assist the 


growth of hair, ami keep it soft ami from getting matted, it must 
lie well greased, oovoanut and other oils lining used for tills 
purpose. 

Of the oldest dogs of note of tills breed were Walshaw's Sandy, 
Ramsden’s Bounce, Inman’s Don, Burgess's Kitty, and the cele¬ 
brated Huddersfield Ben, represented In onr engraving; and he, 
shariug the blood of throe of the above, proved the best of ids 
day, and there is now scarcely a dog exhibited that Is not a de¬ 
scendant of Bcu—Ills companion in the engraving, Lady Gifford's 
Kitty, being also of his blood. Huddersfield Hen was tiie prop¬ 
erty of Mrs. M. A. Poster, of Bradford, a very large and bui-icbs- 
ful exhibitor of tills breed; the dog was bred by Mr. W. East- 
wood, of Huddersfield, and was sire to Benson, Bright, Bruce, 
Bounce, Cobden, Emperor, Mozart, and numerous other winners 
at lirst-eluss shows. 

Tlie classification of these* dogs at shows aud in the Kennel 
flub Stud Book is confusing and absurd, as shown by tlie tact 
Unit some, of the above, all being of tlie same breed aud blood, 
are classed an Yorkshire terriers; others us rough or broken- 
lniired toy terriers. ft would be much better to divide them by 
weight, and classify them as large and small Yorkshire terriers. 
In assessing tlie value or points, shape, coat, and color absorb 
nearly all. I would, however, give ten points for ears, and five 
for tail, and deduct points for cropped cars aud docked tail; also 
for carriage of tlie tail over tile back. There is no reason for 
mutilating pet dogs, and perfect tails and ears should be bred, 
not clipped into slmpc with seisstirs Lady Gifford's Kitty in our 
engraving, lias natural eui s, and very good ones.

How Loug Do Dogs Live} 


According to tlie Globe, a case of some, interest to naturalists 
and lovers of dogs, and also to the medical profession, will soon 
be brought before the common law courts. It is au action in 
which tlie plaintiff (a female) seeks to recover damages for tlie 
bite of a dog. Au application lias been mode in open conrt to 
refer tlie ease to tlie county court, but it lias not been granted. 
Affidavits were put in to tlie effect that the dog that bit the plain¬ 
tiff was twenty years old ! It was further alleged that tlie auimal 
sprung at tlie woman because she appeared suddenly oil tlie de¬ 
fendant’s premises—that it caught her by tlie leg, but that she 
was not and could not have been hurt, because a dog arrived at 
the venerable age of twenty years lias no teeth with which it 
could inflict au injury. On tile other hand, it was contended 
that the plaintiff was frightened and bitten, that she was confined 
to her home for a week under tlie care of a doctor, that she bad 
to “undergo a painful operation," ami tlmt she was an Inmate of 
a hospital for about two months. “Should tlie dog," says our 
contemporary, "survive until tlie trial It will, no doubt, be pro¬ 
duced in court as a witness for the defence, and then Professor 
Gwcu, Mr. Frank Buckland, and other learned naturalists, may 
lie called to give evidence os to tlie capacity of a dog of twenty 
years of age to inflict serious injuries, involving a ‘painful opera¬ 
tion' anil a long period of hospital treatment." Naturalists tell 
us that the average life of a dog, even under the most favorable 
conditious of abstemious diet and plenty of exercise, ranges from 
eleven to fourteen years. Tlie peccant animal in tlie present case 
is sworn to be “twenty years old," and must, consequently, be an 
interesting specimen of the canine family. Owing to tlie “block 
of business" in the law courts, the ease may not be tried for six 
mouths; but, meantime, the lovers of dogs, and those who are 
not alarmed by the present scare about rallies, will be pleased to 
hear that their canine friends can be vigorous even at the expira¬ 
tion of two decades. 

With reference to tlie age of dogs, Cuvier considers a dog old 
at five years, aud observes that dogs seldom live more than twen¬ 
ty. The experience of most persons who have kept dogs, we 
venture to think, will lead them to entirely dissent from the first 
portion of tlie observations of tlie great naturalist. On the con¬ 
trary, a dog is rather in Ids prime at five years old, and the greater 
number do’not show auy decisive signs of old age until they are 
seven or eight years old, aud some not uutil n year or two after 
that. It also depends greatly on the kind of life the animal 
leads. A petted lap-dog, which is fed on sweets, and allowed to 
gorge himself with all kinds of dainties, and whose only exercise 
outside the house consists in an occasional ride in a carriage, 
perhaps shows age after five years, aud is on an average shorter 
lived than auy other variety of dog. We also recently ascer¬ 
tained from some "rangers” (men who look after cattle aud 
sheep on the moor) on Dartmoor, that their cattle aud sheep 
dogs, which have a great deal of hard work—more than their 
share—and are very much exposed to inclement weather, soon 
get worn out, and at six or seven years old nre so prematurely 
overtaken with tlie infirmities of old age, that they are of com¬ 
paratively little use. When dogs, however, are properly fed and 
cared for, and get a fair amount of exercise, their lives and their 
usefulness may be prolonged for several years beyond what they 
would attain to when over-petted, or overworked aud subjected 
to much exposure. An old, reliable, aud experienced sportsman 
(“Sixty-one”) in a letter dated 1800, and which appears in “Dogs 
of tlie British Islands,” says, ill speaking of an old pointer iu his 
possession at that time, that although eleven years old, there was 
no tiring him in the field, even at tiiat time of life, and that in 
pace he was more than a match for the fastest of his owner's set- 
ter*. “Sixty-one” lieiug a great lover of dogs, no doubt paid 
proper attention to the management of his old servant, and hence 
such vigor at such a comparatively late age. Clumber spaniels, 
as a breed, wear well, aud often scarcely begin to show a falling 
off until they are eight or nine years of age. 

Blaine, one of tlie most reliable of ancient authorities, writing 
in 1840, says that the greater number of dogs do not show any 
decisive marks of age until tlicj arc 6even nr eight years old, 
and that some do not until they are ten or eleven, no also states 
that he had seen a French dog, which Its owner assured him was 
twenty-four years old, and the author himself observes that he 
“knew a brace of spaniels, mother and son, who lived, the one 
over twenty, and the other twenty-one years, and botli hunted 
moderately well until within two years of their death." One 
may ttierefore assume that the almve animal, which, by his doubt¬ 
ful behavior in ills old age, lias become implicated in a lawsuit, 
has really attained tlie patriarchal age ascribed to him. It will 
be Interesting to learn the condition of the animal’s dental anat¬ 
omy; probably the plaintiff’s evidence will throw some light on 
the subject .—Land and 11 <Ucr. 

Noted Soul hern Dogs. 

New Orleans, La., Dee. 7, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field: —Under a caption —that much pullcd- 
to-pleees word—under a heading, I say, so vast in Its scope, I 
hardly know where to start to enumerate the clippers of this sec¬ 
tion of America. 


Every gentleman in the South Is more or less a sportsman, and 
every one admires a tine dog and many own them. The Creole 
population in particular give great attention to dog breeding, and 
Louisiana bus hundreds of field workers as staunch and' well 
trained as ever beasts can ho. 

The theories practiced in breodiug doge here are very differ 
ent from those in vogue in the North. All stock here is directly 
rrem Importations from Spain, France and England. Many dogs 
Here now are from stock owned by old families for fifty, sixty and 
even for eighty years. 

Long before tile war, when wealthy planters Indulged frequently 
Iu hunting, no money was spared to import the very best dogs 
and their stock has In many instances been kept up. Though 
no printed pedigrees of the stock are retained it is authentically 
known to lie us represented. Our best breeders do not breed in- 
and-in directly, but go abroad for stock known for its excellence, 
hut possessing nil tlie traits of their own. Thus a Creole will 
not breed Ills (winter bitch too dog with elegant form, butsluewy 
muscle and rather heavy tail. Ho must find a long-legged, long¬ 
headed, paper-eared dog, with a tile tail and fawn-like movement. 
When lie finds him the hitch is served, and all the care bestowed 
on a litter of six or eight generally results in one or two living. 

Delicately constituted, beautiful, lithe creatures are our point¬ 
ers—active and very staunch, liver or lemon and white, and all 
the best from reliable stock, and totally unlike the big ^English 
pointer. 

Louisiana lias to our mind very far better pointers than setters. 
Tlie climate wears on tlie setter, making his hair thin and his 
frame slender, though the nose is perfect, we believe. 

The introduction of fine Eastern and Western dogs is doing 
much to elevate and harden the exhausted, nervous stock now 
bred. 

Col. Vaudry, our fellow citizen, has brought a number of ad¬ 
mirable dogs to Louisiana. 

Mr. W. C. Percy, of Tunica, has bIbo bought several from 
Messrs. Waddell & Sherwood which give him much hope, ills 
l,itch Brunette is reported to he a very fine animal, and doubt¬ 
less under her owner’s careful instruction will make the snipes 
and quails “hum.” 

Mr. R. W. Greene’s celebrated Dash, a Miles Johnson dog, is 
renowned throughout, the entiry State, aud justly so. Such a 
pointer never entered this State! Fast, staunch retriever, a duck 
iu the water and locomotive on shore, with a beautiful form and 
action, lie stands to-day the finest dog I ever saw. 

Tlie Duplantier stock of Creole dogs arc beautiful Illustrations 
of tlie perfection of careful breeding. High-strung, whip-tailed 
pointers, combining excellent field qualities, are their merits. 

Mr. J. L. Harris. I lie owner of some very noble setters from 
tin* North, is very lucky in owning a splendid Laveraek. 

Numbers of magnificent dogs arc annually sent down to gentle¬ 
men liv all the best breeders, and tlie elegant cocker Peg, from 
Bcsvor’s Snip and Juliette, and Frank, tlie Miles Jolinsou pointer, 
both owned by Mr. Win. Hunt, Jr., also go to prove the beauti¬ 
ful specimens witli us. 

Frank is tin* field companion of R. W. Green’s Dash, both hav¬ 
ing been broken together, and almost alike iu markings. It is to 
lie hoped tlie brace will go to St. Louis in February. 

We have never bad a bench allow in New Orleans, but we learn 
tiiat an effort will be made to get one up by the middle of Feb¬ 
ruary, iu order to allow those who contemplate exhibiting at St. 
Louis to come here ten days before. Such a show will surely 
succeed in so large a city, and where so many dogs arc bragged 
of. A word from the Chicago Field approving such a plan 
will perhaps conduce to maturing the idea, and will infuse cour¬ 
age into tlie undertaking. 

Let us try and rival tlie Westminster Kennel Club show, ami 
precede tlie St. Louis by an exeelient display of dogs. Let us 
sec how our cracks compare with those of the North, East anil 
West. M. T.

Field Trials In The East. 

Wilmington, l)cl., Dee. 8,1877. 
Editor L'niiAoo Field:— Your thorough, painstaking anil 
graphic account of Hie Nashville field trials, has made what 
took place there almost as familiar to those who could not at¬ 
tend them as they are to those who were so fortunate, a6 to tie 
present; and your excellent article in your issue of Dec. 1st, shows 
the danger to the continuance of Held trials arising from the 
scarcity of birds. Permit me, therefore, while the subject is 
uppermost in the minds of sportsmen, to call their attention to 
tlie importance of holding an annual field trial meeting at some 
convenient point cost of the Alleghaneys. 

It may he fairly assumed, without making an actual couut, 
tiiat as many dogs, botJi well bred and fit to be entered at trials, 
are owned on tills side as upon the far side of tlie mountains; but 
tlie long distances to Tenuesaee and Iowa practically prevent 
their being ruu there. Eastern people are not so accustomed as 
are the Western to long journeys. Fortunately, a genuine inter¬ 
est iu spurt and in good dogs here is uot confined to men of leis¬ 
ure, liut is siiured by many whose business will not admit of their 
attending the Western trials, but who could, and I doubt not, 
gladly would, run their dogs at trials held at some point easily ac 
ceesible. Should sueli a meeting lie inaugurated, the winners at 
that one held first, in time could eompetc at the other, and 
thus the winners could have the advantage of a competition with 
all the dogs in the country. At present, one half of the dogs arc 
ruled out by distance, while their owners remain either discon¬ 
tented or serene in the faith that their favorites could have won 
if they could only have had a chance. 

Such a point, convenient for the purpose, should bo found in 
either New Jersey, Maryland or Delaware. The West Jersey 
Association probably lias preserves abounding in game and 
near enough to adequate hotel accommodations, or possibly 
ground near Baltimore could lie hud and stocked, if the new 
Baltimore Kennel Club were to take the matter in hand, and 
tiiat, too, iti time to have birds let out in the ground next Spring. 
But I am sure tiiat birds iu abundance could be found near Mil¬ 
ford, Kent county, Delaware, (where are some fair hotels,) and 
probably also at Easton, Talbot county, on the eastern shore of 
Maryland, a place easily reached by steamer from Baltimore, or 
by rail from Philadelphia, and In a country abounding both in 
birds and good sportsmen. Draoon.

Clark Bell; Board of Directors, Charles Baekman, Shepard F. 
Knapp, of New York; George M. Jewett, Ohio; Samuel J. Mor¬ 
gan, Connecticut; and Henry H. Smith, New Jersey. 

Savage Doos. —In a recent issue we mentioned the narrow 
escape of the daughter of Mr. Enos Rockley from being mangled 
by a savage bull-dog on exhibition at the San Francisco dog 
show. Had not Col. Barnes gallantly gone to the little girl’s 
rescue, and grasping the brute by the throat held him until a 
convenient revolver could be procured,with which his brains were 
blown out, a sickening tale of horror would have been imposed 
on us to record. At both the Chicago and Baltimore shows a 
savage dog was on exhibition, which It was necessary to label 
“dangerous” to prevent some of the spectators from being bitten. 
To asy the least the knowledge that such a brute is in the show 
and might break loose does not add to the comfort of visitors, 
but must on the contrary mar their pleasure; and the fact spread¬ 
ing abroad, as such things do rapidly, is very likely to keep away 
many prudent persons. To allow such doge In a bench show, 
Is, we think, highly reprehensible, for no matter how great the 
precaution, a savage brute is likely to break loose, with conse¬ 
quences such as no one can foresee. Public safety demands that 
such dogs should be destroyed, consequently the officers of bench 
shows should not encourage their exhibition, but on the contrary 
Bhould refuse them, and if their dangerous character is not dis¬ 
covered until after they hav* been placed on exhibition they 
should have them immediately removed 


The St. Loots Show.— The 8t. Louis bench show promises to 
exceed the most sanguine expectations of Its projectors, the 
secretary, Mr. Munson, being daily In receipt of letters from the 
prominent owners of dogs that they will exhibit The Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad has agreed to carry dogs free and the owners aud 
attendants at liulf rates, from New York and Philadelphia and 
return.

We 
promise to both of these undertakings our cordial support and 
trust we shall have the opportunity of according it.

Ten Bhoeck and Parole. —Mr. P. Lorillard writes to the 
Turf, Field and /'arm that he will not send Parole or any other 
horse to Louisville to run next Spring, as he has a large number 
of horses in training, and but one trainer, rendering it Impossible 
to separate his stable. This, then, practically ends the match 
between these two great horses, which we regret, as, with Ten 
Broeck In condition, we believe he can get away with Parole. 
Inasmuch as Ten Broeck went East to meet Parole, we think Mr. 
Lorillard should be willing to bring Parole West. To do so 
would be nothing more than right. If he objects to Louisville 
or Lexington, why not consent to meet on neutral ground, an 
excellent opportunity for which is afforded on the course of the 
St. Louis Jockey Club. We think Mr. Lorlllard’s objection is 
hypercritical.

The subject of this article Is the species of the genus Uolumba, 
which is known as the migratory or wild pigeon of America. 
Latterly the trade in pigeons, alive and dead, in this section of 
the country, has become of such magnitude as to attract atten¬ 
tion ; and the inquiry naturally suggests itself to the uninitiated: 
How are the pigeons captured* Cognate questions also arise as 
to their habits, migrations, and so on, and these It is my purpose 
to explain as lucidly as I can. 

Wild pigeons are captured alive by a process called netting 
Forty years ago netting was carried on only to a limited extent, 
there being then no market opened or developed for their sale; 
nor had any one engaged in the occupation of studying the 
habits of the birds, and following them in their flight. With the 
advent of railroads and telegraphs, it was discovered that it 
would be a remunerative business to entrap them and transport 
them to the seaboard. Thus men took to netting. Few at iiret, 
and encountering many obstacles, the band of netters gradually 
increased, until to-day there are fully one thousand nten en¬ 
gaged In tracking the birds in their migrations from Maine to 
Arkansas. 

During the Winter months the pigeons dwell in the timber- 
lands of Arkansas and the Indian Territory. When Spring ap 
proacltes they take wing to higher latitudes to find food, locate, 
and raise their offspring. Their food consists mainly of beech 
nuts and acorns. The netters are equally as solicitous as the 
birds as to the spot in which an abundance of food can be found, 
and therefore keep up correspondence by letter and telegraph 
from the different points they visit. Thus they ascertain almost 
to a certainty where the pigeons will alight when they come 
northward. It is an important point to know whether the birds 
will nest South, in the timber lands where they puss the Winter, 
or whether they will nest North. In order to determine this, a 
female is caught and killed, and her ova exantinod. Should the 
eggs be small, say about the dimensions of a mustard seed, and 
the season for migration be near, the natural Inference is that in¬ 
cubation will be performed at the northern rendezvous. If, ou 
the other band, the eggs are developed so as to indicate an early 
sitting, the inference is vice versa. By this means the netters 
know to within a week tbe time of the flight. 

They are away, in flocks of countless thousands, and at a speed 
of sixty miles an hour. They go hither and thither reronuoitcr- 
ing for the nesting and feeding ground, aud, having found it, 
they locate, occupying oft-times a section of timber land four to 
six miles square. So closely do they settle, that as many »* sixty 
nests are made lu one tree, and frequently the very brances break 
off under the weight Imposed on them. 

Pigeons lay only one egg in a neat. 

As to their habits of feeding: The male bird daily, just as 
Aurora tinges the horizon, flies off for his breakfast, returning 
about eight to ten o’clock, according to the distance he has had 
to travel. He then considerately relieves his spouse of her 
charge, and she seeks her matutinal meal, returning with her 
lady companions about three o'clock in the afternoon. Of course, 
they chatter and caw a good deal on the road, and many of them 
become bo giddy that they alight on other nests than their own 
on their return. There is, however, no bickering over the 
blunder. They seem to be thoroughly communistic, for they 
feed the young without questioning their maternity. Nesting 
usually lasts four weeks, when the young ones are considered 
strong enough to take care of themselves, and paddle their own 
canoes. They are then very fat, and are called squab6. “Fat as 
a squab,” Is a familiar simile.

The old folks, as a body, then take their departure for richer 
pastures, the supply of fodder In the vicinity of the uesting 
ground being pretty well used up. They do not abandon the 
squabs altogether, for they leave a few loug-headod, far-seeing, 
sensible lads as guardians, and to pilot them, when they may 
safely venture the flight, to the new habitat. 

I-Bst year the nesting occurred In Oceana county, Michigan, 
because of the abundance of beech nuts there. This year they 
divided into two bodiea, and nested South—one body in Ripley 
county, Missouri, and the other in Belton county, Arkansas. 
They usually start North, it is calculated, during the first week 
(n May, and as there were no beech nuts in Michigan, they se¬ 
lected Wisconsin and Minnesota, where there was an unbounded 
crop of acorns. Wherever they go, there also will be the pigeon 
men—the netters—awaiting their coining. Tracking and catch¬ 
ing continues from the period of their exodus to the North, in the 
Spring-time, until October, when the gentle though erratic 
creatures suddenly disappear, and mysteriously, too, for no man 
knows whither they go. 

To give one an Idea of the extent of this netting business, it 
la estimated that one million birds were shipped last season from 
Shelby Station, in Oceana county, Michigan, to New York and 
Boston. The prices obtained, which were low, by reason of the 
bounteous supply, were from thirty-five to ninety cents pe 






dozen, dead, and seventy-five cents to $1.50 for live birds- This 
year they were scarce, and sold, dead birds from $1 to 11.80 a 
dozen, and live birds tl to $2.25 a dozen. The dead birds are 

packed In Ice and forwarded In refrigerator cars; the live birds 
are sent on in coops, to be fattened and nursed preparatory to 
being inhumanly shot down by sportsmen, like Bogardus, Paine, 
and others, unless a kind Providence breathes the knowledge of 
the impending slaughter into the ears of Dr. Bcrgh and Ills 
pigeon-hearted coadjutors. 

The netters have become so Important a body of late that they 
have established headquarters in New York, Boston and in this 
city. At these places the prevailing topic of conversation Is 
"Mr. Pigeon and family.” The greatest anxiety is expressed us 
to the gentleman's whereabouts, and the condition of Ills eor- 
porosity, and as much enthusiasm is manifested over Informa¬ 
tion on these heads as men display in other walks—or flights in 
life.

He now discovered that he had forgotten to s 
cock bis gun in his first attempt to demolish Bruin, so cocking o 
one barrel he turned and let drive, putting a charge of buckshot 8 
into the side of bis head. This stopped the chase for a moment, s 
but buckshot seemed to come quite naturally to him, and it af- c 
lected him as does the cocktail man; he pursued with increased 1 
vigor and received the second barrel iu the face.

A Side Hunt in Iowa. —Le Claire, Iowa, Dee. 7, 1877.— Editor 
Chicago Field :—Hoping a few lines from an Iowa subscriber will 
be of some interest to your many readers, I will endeavor to 
give a description of a "side hunt” which the members of our 
Le Claire Gun Club had December 1. Our club consists of twenty 
of as good shots and as jolly fellows as any one would wish to 
meet; aud on November 39 they met and elected two captains, 
who cbose sides from members of the club, of which fourteen re¬ 
ported in good condition for a day’s hunt, Captains H. B. Harford 
and West. Rambo choosing sides, seven men on a side. We left 
for the hunting grounds at seven in the morning, and agreed to 
meet at six in the evening. The grounds lie about five miles 
from town, aud are one dense hazle thicket bordering on the 
prairie on one side and timber on the other, giving us an oppor¬ 
tunity to find most al’ kinds of game whicli Inhabit this district. 
This we did most effectually, judging from the different kinds 
killed. The party went to the grounds in four light spring wag¬ 
ons three of which broke down returning, compelling part of the 
hunters to return on foot over the very rough roads. One team 
got in a hurry and ran away, but fortunately no one was hurt 
badly, but most were fearfully shaken up. The hunt was for an 
oyster supper, gotten up for the occasion by Uncle John Smith 
at the Gault House, who knew right well how to feed a lot of 
hungry hunters. Our ladies, who could not be induced to stay 
at home, really enjoyed themselves listening to ub narrate our 
hair-breadth escapes and good shots of the day. 

After supper we counted up game aud found credited to Cupt. 
H. B. Harford’s side 1,390 points, and to Cupt. West. Rambo’a 
side 1,235 points, making a total of game killed by the party of 
twenty-five hunderd and twenty-five (3,535) points. Our game 
consisted of rabbits, quails, ruffed grouse, squirrels and prairie 
chickens. This, is the boss hunt of our club. We have had a 
good many hunts of this kind before, but uever scored as largely 
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before. Music was then furntBhed, and those who could danced 
until twelve, wheu we adjourned. Greener.

The Holvoir Ucnuel. 

Having obtaihed the Duke of Rutland’s permission to visit the 
famous Belvoir pack, I traveled down to Grantham by the night 
mall oue day last week, and put up at the George, a very comfort

I need scarce!} 
add that I met with the same cordial reception and civility from 
Gillard that has ever been shown me by the huntsmen as well as 
the M F H ’a of every pack 1 have visited throughout my tour. 

On entering the huntsman's neatly furnished quarters, I noticed 
a life-sized portrait of a hound, beautifully executed In oils, bear¬ 
ing this inscription—Rockwood, sire Rallywood, dam Redcap, 
and in the same room were two still finer paintings in water co - 
ora—one representing a lawn meet at Hie Castle, and the oilier 
group of three famous hounds—Fallible, Watchful and DubIiwooiI 
by name. These paintings were all done by the same artist a 
lady residing in the neighborhood. During the few minutes 
that elapsed before Gillard was ready for me in the kennels, 1 
made the following extract from a book I found lying on the 
table, entitled "Memoirs of the Belvoir Hounds and trusting 
that the author (Mr. Welby) will not object to my robbing Ins 
brains” in so good a cause, and also that the contents will be as 
interesting and acceptable to others as it was to the presen wri 
er, I give this extract in Mr. Welby’s own words: 

“The Belvoir hounds have been handed down in an uninlcr- 
l rupted descent from the year 1750. They have always been » 

■ the possession of the Rutland family, and have the blood of »B 
! the best packs in Hie kingdom in their veins, uor haB their lineal 
1 descent ever been broken or Interrupted by soles or other unto¬ 
ward causes. Their extraordinary family likeness, their stein In 
Id the chase, their undaunted courage, and their thorough-lire 
• sheen on their coats, bear ample testimony to the exceUenee and 
t intrinsic value of this pack. In 1757 the third Duke of Rutland 
5 had a list of the uumber of huuters kept, together with the name 
s of their owners, then hunting with the Belvoir hounds. ' ■ 
r number of horses was 280, a proof that even in that day the hunt 

was a popular and well established one. Early In the present

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and Is continued Without a break till 1780, when, most unfortu¬ 
nately, »H record of pedigrees was lost for a period of eleven 
years; but from 1701 the line Is accurately preserved In unbroken 
descent down to the present time. The Duke of Rutlaud took the 
mastership of his own hounds In 1858.” 

Accompanied by GiUard.I then walked through the keunels, which 
are fitted up with every requirement that Improvement could posBl- 
bly suggest. In addition to several large lodging rooms and yards, 
there Is a good yard for young hounds when brought In from 
walk a capital feeding house In the ceDtre of the yard, a good 
supply of water with a fall of 40ft., and a nice grass yard for the 
hounds to run out in, not to mentlou a mile or two of beautiful 
turf In the surrounding park, admirably adapted for walking-out 
purposes. The boiling houses, singularly complete In their way, 
and exact models of those at Wynnstay, lie well apart from the 
rest of the building. There are also some brood bitch kennels, 
designed by Ulllard, that are well worth the attention of any 
M.F.H. in search of Improvements In the way of kennel fittings. 
And now. turning to last yoar's Inmates of this particular class 
of kennel, representing fourteen couples of young hounds, I 
will preface my description with the remark that no M.F.H. in 
England Is more particular about hounds’ legs and feet than Is 
the Duke of Rutland, which fully accounts for the fact that only 
one hound In the kennel has a toe down. His Groce Is also 
strongly in favor of hunting in mixed packs. 

The whole kennel consists of 05 couples of hounds. These are 
divided into three packs, under the heads of large, middle, and 
small, for which the standards are 23, 22, and 21 Inches respec¬ 
tively. The following list comprises

The stables at Belvoir are as well tilled as the kennels, and out 
of the forty-three well-bred hunters that constitute the ducal 
stud I could pick twenty equal in every way to those In any hunt¬ 
ing establishment in the land. But, as time would not permit of 
my doiug justice to the stable, perhaps the less I say on that sub¬ 
ject the better; and really, after all, few men care about other 
people’s horses unless they happen to figure In the sale list. I 
could not help noticing, however, that long tails were the order 
of the stable, and also the extraordinary good looks of a chestnut 
mare, rightly named Beauty. She is the Duke’s favorite huntress, 
and has a reputation equal to her looks. There Is also a wonder¬ 
ful old horse called Wellington. He is twenty years of age, and 
yet he never once missed Ills turn through the whole of last 
season. Another of Glllard's mounts took my fancy immensely, 
vis.: ubrown marc called Talla/tV. Amongst the whip’s homes Is 
a slashing fine chestnut maroJ Bedford by name; she has a 
wonderful jumping reputation, and looks it all over. Her rider’s 
only difficulty consists, I believe, In sitting on her back for the 
tirstfive minutes. And now, as itiy pleasant taBk is finished, I 
must prepare myself for a second visit to the Duke of Grafton’s 
kennel, which I sincerely trust will be more profitable to my read¬ 
ers and myself than the first one proved.— Special Correspondence

Queen* county (L. I.) Hunt. 

The meet of the Queens county hunt Dec. 5 was with a small 
field. Mineola was the rendezvous, and though the rain and fog 
aud low, gray skies were not pleasing to the cheery huntsmen, 
Mr. Griswold took the hounds to the Court House with the most 
precise respect for the hour named, one o’clock. There he was 
joined by Mr. E. Zborowski, Mr. William E. Peet, Mr. L. L. 
Price aad Mr. L. M. Frost, ull on their well known horses. The 
pack was looking well, and Fitzpatrick, the whip, was keen and 
anxious. It was not a day to expect the yeomanry division to be 
strongly represented, but the Jamaicawfarmer on bis wiry cob re¬ 
cently imported was on hand, making the number seven all told. 

A short trot to the south of the Court House and the BceDt was 
found In a field of low scrub, where the hounds, iu one compact 
muss, dashed forward at a pace which left no choice but straight 
going to those who wished to be in the chase. The run was to 
the westward, in the open bordering the turnpike, for nearly two 
miles, during which a few formidable fences were safely and 
prettily taken by the huntsmen in close proximity. A rnomen- ] 
tarv cheek occurred on the edge of a large stubble field, when 
Reynard chopped around to the north, and after a burst of a 
mile, in which the pace and soft ground told on the horses, and a 
number of uncompromising posts and rails were taken without 
disaster, the wily foe turned to the south, lie got safely away 
for a time, but his course was a provoking see-saw, as after a 
mile and a half to the southward he shot back to the north and 
then to the west, when in a field on the turnpike, near Queen’s 
station, the trecherous essence failed the pack for ten minutes or 
more. The whip, however, helped the party out of the difficulty, 
and, swinging around to the southeast, there was a Btiff run of 
nearly three miles. In this merry spin Messrs. Zborowski and 
Griswold charged successfully all the opposing timber, as really 
did all the other riders, to a certain extent, but Mr. Peet’s gray 
marc slipped and fell because of the bad take-off at a moderate 
fence, but no bones were broken, and the harmless grief which 
overtook the gentleman was the only incident of the kind during 
the run. Others, however, narrowly escaped the fate of Mr. 
I’eet, not because the horses were over-faced by the magnitude of 
the timber, but rather of the tiring nature of the run, the fields 
being soft and squelching the greater part of the chase. 

Shortly after Mr. Peet's experience Messrs. Brice and Frost 
were thrown out. The steeplechaser Resolute, upon whose back 
Mr. Brice has led the first flight more than once, stuck his toeB in 
the ground and refused a moderate fence. Mr. Frost’s dark 
brown was distressed and his rider took it easy the balance of the 
Way. When Resolute was got over the obstacle he disliked, 
Messrs. Zborowski and Griswold were far away In their pursuit of 
tlie fox and close upon the hounds ull the while. After Reynard 
crossed the railroad truck he set his head for Hyde Park, and 
this carried pursued and pursuers to the plain. The hounds now 
dashed on with a rush, aud, with hanging tongue and drooping 
brush, the fox made for the cover beyond; but the end of the 
Night was at hand, and a mile south of the station be met his 
death, with Messrs. Zborowski and Grlawold there to see it. The 
other riders arrived about seven minutes after Mr. Zborowski 
pocketed the brush. The distance from find to finish was about 
eight miles. The whip’s chestnut got away from him twice. The 
first time she was caught by Mr. Brice, but her second flight, 
which occurred just after the kill, extended Into Hempstead. 
The Jamaica farmer took everything that came in his way and 
was among the first to charge the highest obstacles. When the 


huntsmen turned back from their furthest westward point he 
bade them adieu and left for his home. 

Messrs. Zborowski and Oelrlchs leave for Canada in a few days 
to Inspect and purchase, perhaps, a hunter or two.

Miscellaneous. 

A Modern Hawking Stud. 

Some years ago we took occasion to refer to the efforts which 
were then being made by “the Barnet Committee for developing 
the resources of the Alexandra Palace,” towards the establish¬ 
ment of a central School of Falconry. It will be remembered 
tbat this committee, Impressed with the feasibility of such a 
scheme, offered prizes for the two best essays “On tlie desirability 
of attempting to revive tbe iport of falconry by ltB practice at 
the Alexandra Park, and on the most effectual mode of doing so." 
The Invitation to compete met with a ready response from several 
practical falconers, and the prize essays, which were subsequently 
published, were noticed at the time In the pages of tbe London 
Field. 

The advantages of a public exhibition of falconry He in offering 
what, to almost every one who witnesses it. Is a novel sport—one 
certain to excite wonder and pleasure, and giving to a number of 
people a very sufficient, though of course uot a pe.rfect, idea of 
what It really is on tbe Wiltshire downs or the wilds of Cheshire. 
The writers of the essays referred to, however, were reluctantly 
obliged to admit that the limited space available at Muewell Hill, 
although 400 acres in extent, would prevent anything like a good 
flight, while the risk of losing a valuable hawk would be so great 
as to deter many owners from flying it. All that they could rec¬ 
ommend was the establishment of a central hawking club, with 
head-quarters at the Alexandra Palace, where the rudiments of 
hawking might be learned, and a training ground established, on 
which those with taste and leisure for the sport could qualify for 
flying at wild quarry in the country. 

The recollection of the efforts then made seems now to have 
beou revived, for at the Alexandra Palace at the present time 
there is on view as fine a stud of hawks as one could wish to see. 
The stud consists of two Norwegian jerfalcons, four Norwegian 
goshawks, three French goshawks, two lanncrs, sixteen peregrines 
(seven young and nine old birds), three hobbies, three sparrow- 
hawks, and ten merlins, besides nine cormorants trained for fish, 
lug. The quarters assigned to them in the grounds of the Palace 
are not only picturesque, but are very fairly suited to their re¬ 
quirements; and when It 1 b stated that they are under the care ot 
the experienced Scotch falconer John Barr, It will be understood 
that they are properly looked after. The owner, a well-known 
amateur falconer, In allowing the birds to be “on view” for some 
weeks, has, we believe, made it a condition of their loan to the 
Palace management, that there shall lie no attempt at exhibiting 
falconry, strictly so termed, within the Palace grounds. He has 
consented, however, to their being publicly “flown to the lure”— 
a very pretty sight, to which we shall allude anon, in which the 
marvelous quickness and power of wing of these noble birds are 
thoroughly displayed. To thoBC who are at all curious to see 
trained hawks, and examine and compare the various species 
which are employed for taking different “quarry,” a visit to this 
collection will prove most instructive. 

Leaving the terrace and walking down to the Japanese Village, 
a group of picturesqc wooden buildings aud verandahs in the 
Japencse style, the visitor passes through a wicket gate, and 
straightway finds himself in view of the birds, the majority of 
which are on their blocks upon a sloping grass bauk, enjoying, 
without their hoods, the afternoon sun. The larger birds as the 
peregrines, lanners, and goshawks, are on wooden blocks, to 
which they are secured by a leash through their jesses (tbe short 
leathern straps which are fustend to their legs); but the smaller 
kinds, as merlins, hobbles, and sparrowliawks, are perched upon 
inverted flower pots, which answer the same purpose, and arc 
much more portable than the heavier blocks. Some are dozing 
on the perch, others are disporting themselves on the cool grass 
at the full length of their tBther, or “tiring," it may be, on a 
pigeon’s wing; while in the back-ground, uuder the shade of the 
trees, sit nlue cormorants, grim and wlerd-like a6 we have seen 
them on the rocks at sea, watching intently with their keen aud 
cruel eye every movement of the approaching visitor. The coup 
d'leil presented by this group of fifty-odd birds, posed in every 
conceivable attitude, and clothed In various shades of soft grey 
and brown plumage, is picturesque in the extreme, and even 
those who are not ornithologists cannot fail to admire the sight. 

The two Norwegian jerfalcons, botli last year’s birds, were 
caught by Barr last Autumn in Norway. The usual plan was 
adopted, with a live pigeon and a bow-net, and in tills way lie 
took fourteen jere, sixteen goshawks, aud two rough-legged buz¬ 
zards. The last-named are difficult birds to catch, as they never 
take the pigeon boldly, but keep swooping over it and round it 
with great suspicion, and a sudden movement on the part of the 
pigeon sometimes scares them away. The jerfalcons, on the 
other hand, are very confiding, take the pigeon quickly, aud 
often come quite close to the falconer. With a dead ptarmigan 
as a lure, Barr has sometimes induced a wild jerfalcon to follow 
him a mile or more over the fells. He describes tlie district lie 
visited in South Trondbjem as a grand one for birds of prey. 

On contrasting the Norwegian with the French goshawks, one 
cannot help remarking how much larger and finer the former are 
—a Norway male being nearly as large as a French female—and 
how much lighter in color; yet ornithologists tell us that there 
is but one species of goshawk in Europe. The northern race, 
then, Is a considerably finer and hardier one. For ground game, 
such us rabbits and hares, this is the hawk par excellence, and oc¬ 
casionally good sport Is had with pheasants, but the latter should 
be flushed from turnips or mustard, as far from covert a6 possi¬ 
ble, bo as to secure a good flight. A gentleman of our acquaint, 
ance, well-known in the hawking world, has had great success in 
taking rabbits with tlie gOBhawk, often capturing six or seven of 
an afternoon with the same bird. The modus ojierandi is to walk 
out in some rough meadow where the rabita are fond of lying up 
in the thick tussocks, aud, aftci kicking one up and giving him 
sufficient law, to unstrike the hood and put the hawk upon the 
wing. Instead of mounting as the falcon does, tbe goshawk fol¬ 
lows the quarry in a straight line, and although two or three un¬ 
successful stoops are sometimes made, the unfortunate rabbit is 
generally brought to bag, unless a friendly hedge-bank or out¬ 
lying burrow favors its escape. In Syria the goshawk Is much 
used for taking franeolins and hares, and those who have wit¬ 
nessed it say that the sport Is first-rate. 

Tlie two lanners, which to an Inexperienced eye might be mis¬ 
taken for young peregrines as they sit amougst them on their 
blocks, were brought from Africa. They are both young birds 
of great promise, and In excellent plumage. 

Amougst the peregrines the visitor will notice two Irish birds, 
others from Lulworth on the Dorsetshire coast, and the rest from 


Faleonswaerd In North Brabaut, a locality long celebrated lu the 
I annuls of falconry for its hawks and native falconers. A note¬ 
worthy bird Is "Empress,” a magnifleeut old peregrine, whose 
brilliant performances at the lure before many thousands of peo¬ 
ple lu the French capital, In 1875, formed a frequent topic in thn 
newspapers at that time. Her owner considers that sheia almost, 
If not quite, the finest uud fastest peregrine ever known lb modern 
times. 

Tbe “quarry” flown at with these peregrines may be partridges, 
wild ducks, plovers, aud rooks, and when opportunity serves, and 
the hawks have been properly entered, a good flight may be had 
at a heron. Partridges, says an enthusiastic moderu falconer, 
are the modern game-hawker’s principal quarry, and are flown at 
In the same manner as grouse. They have, however, an awk¬ 
ward habit of taking refuge in hedges, banks, or the slightest 
possible covert, und very cleverly too, so that it is most desirable 
to meet with them on open ground. Ground whereon stone 
walls take tlie place of hedges iu these days of Inclosures, is 
therefore not to be despised; but for English partridge hawk¬ 
ing there is no place like the glorious arable downs of Berkshire 
and Wilts. 

On the Wiltshire downs we have seen some excellent rook 
hawking with birds belonging to tbe Old Hawking Olub, and an 
old cock rook Is by no means the contemptible quarry tbat the 
uninitiated might suppose. When pressed by a good rook-hawk 
he shows considerable powers of speed, and is especially good at 
“shifting, ” after avoiding a splendid stoop with great ease and 
cleverness. The peewit and the wood pigeon are also flown at 
with peregrines, and the former especially, from its great powers 
of flight down wind, often shows capital sport. 

Dotted about on the lawn in various picturesque attitudes sit 
ten little merlins—an old male, an old female, and eight young 
birds, all English, taken from the nest. Some of them are still 
a little wild, but Barr thinks well of them, and 
out of so many it will probably not be difficult 
to make some good hawks. The merlin may 
be termed the “lady’a hawk," and when well trained takes larks 
beautifully. Lark-hawking with merlins is a most fascinating 
sport, and one with which young ladies In the country would be 
delighted if they once learned how to set about It. Merlins are 
uot difficult to procure, and are neither expensive nor troublesome 
to keep. Hobbies are rather more difficult to obtain, but are, if 
anything, easier to train. There are three in the present collection 
—two young birds taken from the nest, and one old male caught 
wild. The two former are the moat beautiful, gentle little birds 
imaginable, readily perching upon the ungloved fists, and allow¬ 
ing themselves to be stroked and handled without fear. These 
birds, later, will doubtless afford good sport at larks. Their flight 
is much bolder than that of the merlin; but, from their habit of 
making very long stoops, and throwing themselves upwards to too 
great a distance from tbeir quarry, they often tire themselves, and 
let the lark escape. The merlin, on the contrary, makes shorter 
stoops, and has a more direct flight when iu pursuit, so that a lark 
has much less chance of escape. 

The three sparrowliawks to be seen here are ail Frencti. They 
arc not much in favor with English hawkers, although they learn 
to take blackbirds and thrushes well. 

In Syria, especially in tbe neighborhood of Ladikiyeh,every one 
keeps a sparrow-hawk for Hying at quails, which ut tlie periods of 
migration are found there in numbers. As soon as a quail rises, 
the hawk is literally thrown at it, and seldom fails to overtake 
and secure it. In this way Barr has seen as many as forty-three 
quails taken by one sparrow-hawk in a day! 

Although we cannot expect any real (lights lu the grounds at 
Miiawull-hill, visitors may witness that extremely pretty sport 
known to falconers as “flying at the lure.” Tlie “lure” is gener¬ 
ally a dead pigeon of a light color, or a bunch of white feathers, 
swung overhead by the falconer, and used by him in bad weather, 
or at odd times to keep his hawks in good wind and flying order. 
It. may sound tame to those who have never wltuessed it, hut 
there arc few prettier sights thau to see a hawk which has been 
flying round In perfect freedom, perhaps a mile off, return at the 
falconer’s call, and, dashing down to him with closed wings, miss 
ills stroke at the “lure” as it is cleverly jerked out of his reach, 
aud shoot up again like a rocket to repeat his swoop. 

We took out two falcons and a tiercel on the occasion of a re¬ 
cent visit to Muswell-hill, and, although tlie wind was a little too 
high, Barr showed some excellent sport at the lure to a select 
but admiring few. On our return we had still to see the cormo 
rants, nine iu number, which are being trained in the Chinese 
fashion to catch fish. The pond in the “Japum-se Vllluge" is at 
present being concreted, and the water is not c-iear enough yet to 
hold fish; but as soon as the concrete has hardened, uud the 
water has become clear, there will be an opportunity of seeing a 
very pretty exhibition of flic wonderful diving powers of these 
singular birds. It has been our good fortune on different oc¬ 
casions to see trained cormorants at work ill a trout stream, and 
we can assure our readers that it is a very singular performance, 
and one well worth a journey to see. Tlie spectacle on a smaller 
scale may shortly be witnessed at the Alexandra Palace, and 
those who are at all curious in the matter ought not to loBe the 
opportunity which wiU be afforded them of seeing and judging 
for themselves. In the meantime the stud of trained hawks in 
all their hood6 and trappings, which we understand will be on 
view for some weeks, form a picturesque study which no artist 
orarchasologist, to say nothing of the ornithologist,should miss.— 
London Field. 

Catamaran Sailing. —The owner of the celebrated catamaran 
Tareutella speaking of the sailing qualities of the craft says: “I 
have made several trials with her to the windward, the best of 
which was from Newport to Bristol, a distance of thirteen miles. 
The wind was so nearly ahead that the sum of the length of the 
port tack was seveu and three-fourths miles, while that of the 
6tarl>oard was eight and one-fourth. The run was made in one 
hour and fifty-three minutes with a fair tide. From this ami 
several other trials I rate, the maximum speed of the Tarentclla 
dead to windward ot sixteen and a halt miles per hour. Of her 
speed In free sailing, the fastest I have actually measured was 
eighteen miles an hour, though on one occasion she reached 
nearly twenty-two; this was at the first striking of a squall, the 
water being dead smooth. The average spetd, however, with an 
average Lummcr breeze is about fifteen or sixteen miles an b our.
